The lec- 
ture will be under the auspices of 
the University Women's club. 

Doctor Dana will discuss "New 
Experiments In the Theatre" at an- 
other Illustrated lecture Wednesday 
morning at 10 a. m. in Memorial 
hall. Doctor Dana Is an outstand- 
ing authority on the theatre, having 
studied both In America and abroad 
for many years. 

A round table discussion on play 
writing will be held at 4 p. m. Wed- 
nesday afternoon in room 213, Mc- 
Vey hall. The discussion will be of 
particular Interest to those interest- 
ed in the art of play writing. Doc- 
tor Dana has taught play writing 
in America and abroad. He received 
his doctor of philosophy degree in 
comparative literature from Havard 
and has taught in the Thatcher 
school in California. For five years 
he was assistant professor at Co- 
lumbia university, and he taught 
for two years at the University of 
Paris. 

Closing the series of lectures, 
Doctor Dana will present an illus- 
trated talk on "The Russlon 
Theatre" Wednesday night at a 
o'clock in Memorial hall.

The University track team will be 
hosts to the Berea College thlnlies 
Wednesday afternoon at 2 p. m. on 
the Stoll field track In a dual meet 
which was postponed from last 
Saturday because of heavy rains. 

Another bitter foe. Tennessee, 
will come to Lexington Saturday 
to engage the Wildcats In their sec- 
ond Southeastern contest of the 
season. 

Coach C. F. Striplin believes that 
the few extra days of delay will 
strengthen the trackster's chances 
of winning the two meets. "Red" 
Simpson, who was at home last 
Saturday visiting his family, re- 
turned to the team yesterday and 
will be available against Berea. 

The Berea boys boast of a Javellr 
thrower who is capable of better- 
ing 180 feet and with Simpson, who 
Is one of the best JaveUn toasers in 
the South, absent, the 
team had despaired of 
event. 

Captain Ben Willis' improvement 
in the sprints In the past few days 
has brightened Coach Strlplln's out- 
look on the coming meet. The 
Berea team Is much stronger In the 
dashes this year than It 
In the past, and close races are 
pected In the 100 and 
events. 

Although t h e Mountaineers 
always strong in the 
events, their runners should not 
threaten Dave Rogan's supremacy 
in the half mile and mile runs. On 
the other hand Rogan will not be 
entered in the two mile and a vic- 
tory for the Berea team is almost 
certain unless Durbln and Steck- 
mest, the Cat's two entrants in the 
event, show marked improvement. 

One of the largest crowds to at- 
end a local track meet witnessed 
the meet which the Wildcats won 
from Vanderbilt a little over a week 
ago. and a much larger one is ex- 
pected at tomorrow's contest. 

The same line up with the excep- 
tion of Simpson who will take part 
in the Javelin and shot put. which 
was to start last Saturday will make 
up the team which will take on the 
Mountaineers tomorrow afternoon. 
Willis. Forden, and Helneman will 
run the 100 yard dash; Willis, 
Helneman. and Pritchard the 220;

This week I committee of women students are 
inaugurating an investigation <>l existing wom- 
en's honoraries. 

Mortar Boaid. senior women 'l organi/ation. 
will conduct this campaign, and while it is some 
what paradoxial that an honorary should be- in- 
vestigating other honoraries, tht lapability of 
these women, and the sincerity of their action, 
qualify them to conduct this drive. The char 
acter of Mortar Hoard and justification for their 
existence has been established. 

The investigation will be conducted thiough 
personal interviews with officers of honoraries. 
supplemented by a basii (|u«Mionairc. It is the 
hope of Th, Kmirl that tlM billowing points be 
covered bv the questions: 

1. Sum ol the initiation tec. 

2. Whether it is a national or local honorary. 

3. If national, what are the obligations? 

4. Financial standing of the honorary. 

5. What campus projects the organi/ation 
has sponsored. 

(j. What percentage ol members attends 
meetings. 

7. Opinion of the organization as to whether 
its existence has been justified. 

It is not the contention of The Kerrul that all 
honoraries be eliminated. It is merely its de- 
sire to justify the existence of some, and to 
prove the monetary burden iqxm students in 
others. 

Bui though the initiative- lias been taken by 
the women students, it is doubly necessary that 
men's honoraria also l><- studied, for there arc 
twin as many <>l them The proper organi/a 
tion to undertake t his tattet task is the Men's 
Student Council. 

I oi .i nuiafaei d yean the Men's Student 
Council has undertaken the study of campus 
problems, but seldom has there existed the |x>s- 
sibility of rendering serviee to all students by 
the siud\ ol one problem. Their contribution 
to this iiiMsiigaiion will certainly Ik- more ap- 
preciated than their decision as to what angle 
the Freshmen caps shall be worn. 

It is hoped that they will avail themselves of
